SLAVONIA STRANDED 


ON AZORES ISLANDS

A LARGE CABIN LIST 


Hamburg-American and the 
North German Lloyd Ships 
Succeed in Taking Off the 
Four Hundred Voyagers. 


NEW YORK—The crew of the Cunard 


liner Slavonia which went ashore on 


Flores island of the Azores group late 
on Friday night today abandoned the 
steamship, which is reported to be break- 
ng up. 

The passengers, numbering 100 in the 
cabin and 300 in the were 
taken off by the North Lloyd 
steamer Prinzess Irene and the Hamburg 
America liner Batavia. 

When the Prinzess Irene and the 
Batavia reached the Slavonia, in answer 
to the latter’s distress calls, the Cunarder 
was rapidly filling. 

The Prinzess Irene got a wireless call 
from the disabled ship Thursday noon, 
while 180 miles from the of the 
wreck. The captain of the Prinzess Irene 
ordered the vessel forward at top speed. 
En route to the Slavonia, the Batavia 
was picked up and informed of the need of 
assistance and she too joined in the race. 
The relief ships reached the Slavonia 
Thursday night. 

The Prinzess [rene took off the 110 
cabin passengers and proceeded on her 
way to Gibraltar with them. 

The Batavia took off the more than 
300) steerage passengers and part of the 
crew. The Slavonia grounded two 
miles from shore. 

Friends and relatives of the passen- 
gers on the Slavonia thronged the New 
York offices of the Cunard line this morn- 
ing. All were assured by the officers of 
the line that every passenger on the 
Slavonia had been safely taken off and 
were now well on their way to Naples. 

All hope for the saving of the vessel, 
however, waS given up by the Cunard 
line today. It is understood that she is 
in an exposed position on a rock reef 
where the beating of the waves will soon 
break her up. No explanation for the 
grounding of the liner has been received, 
but it is thought that the thick weather 
which has prevailed in the latitude of 
the Azores for the past two weeks was 
Tesponsible. 

The 300 steerage passengera of the 
Slavonia were taken off the stranded 
vessel before Captain von Letten-Peter- 
son of the Prinzessin Irene had removed 
the first cabin travelers by the crew of 
the Hamburg American liner Batavia. 

The stranded ship left this port for 
Naples June 3, and is said to be almost 
a complete wreck. 

First- reports that the Cunarder had 
run aground reached here in a-message 
dated Velas, Azores Island, to the North 
German Lloyd from Captain Peterson of 
the Prinzess Irene, saying briefly: 

“Took on board Prinzess Irene 110 
cabin passengers from S. S. Slavonia at 
southwest of Flores island. The 300 
steerage passengers on Batavia. Slavonia 
probably total wreck.” 

Flores island, off which the Slavonia is 
stranded, is the most westerly of the 
Azores group, with precipitous cliffs. 

The Slavonia is a twin-screw steam- 
ship of 10,606 gross tonnage, is 510 feet 
long, with a 50-foot beam, and is 22 feet 
deep. Her commander is Capt. A. G. 
Dunning. The vessel is comparatively 
new, having been built at Sunderland. 
Eng., in 1903.

TARIEE IS FRAMED 


FOR THE PRIVILEGED 


WASHINGTON—Denouncing the pend- | 
ing tariff bill as being framed in the 
special interest of the 
North Carolina, today | 


privileged few, 
Senator Overman, 
made a speech, in which he declared his | 
intention to vote against it. 
Across the back of the bill, 
black letters, 


he said, 
should be written the 


words “Bad faith and broken promises,” 
for that, in his opinion, would be the 
judgment of the American people. 

Out of 29,000,000 people engaged in 
the five principal groups of occupation at 
the last census, Mr. Overman calculated 
that there were only 150,000 manufac- 
turers. These were the men composing 
the combines and syndicates, who reap 
the benefit of the high protective tariff, 
while the great masses of the people pay 
the tolls. 

He insisted that an honest and genuine 
revision of the tariff downward had 
been promised, but said: | 

“The high protectionists are again in) 
the saddle, riding roughshod over the 
people, unmindful of the great trust re- 
posed in them, and the standpatters are | 
again in control. 

“It is high time,” he continued, “that 
this system by which we have built up 
and are now building up, moneyed aristo- | 
crats, with their Javish and ostentatious 
display of wealth taken from the people | 
by the enormous profits made by these | 
high tariff bills should be changed. The | 
people are beginning to feel that they | 
have been legislated against, and are not 
receiving fair play in this great govern- 
ment, which they themselves have estab- 
lished for themselves.” 

He declared himself in favor of an in- 
come tax. He proposed a head tax of 
$10 for every alien entering the United 
States and estimated that it would pro- 
duce a revenue of $8,000,000 or $10,000,- 
000 and would mean a more select class 
of immigrants and, therefore, the protec- 
tion of American labor and everything 
American.

A PROMISING SCULPTOR. , 
John H. Wilson of tne Copley studios, | 


Clarendon street, is a young seulptor not | 
long out of the Boston Museum of Fine | 
Arts, but who is putting forth merito- | 


rious works that promise even better | 
things to come. | 

One of his commissions, executed in | 
collaboration with J. N. White & Sons | 
of Quincy, is a monument to be dedicated | 
tomorrow by the Firemen’s~ Association | 
of Boston. | 

It is located at Forest Hills and will | 
be unveiled in honor of their former com- 
rades. The sculptured design is in| 
bronze and represents a figure of a fire- | 
man over eight feet high, standing upon | 
a granite base 12 feet from the ground. | | 
l‘pon the base are four panels in relief. 
The front panel represents a fire cndiins’ 
and team of three horses in action. The | 
left panel represents the protective de- | 
partment, the panel on the right the hook | 
and ladder and at the rear is a panel 
showing the old style hand _ engine. | 
There is also a bronze tablet bearing the | 
following inscription: | 

“In memory of departed comrades. | 
This monument is erected by the mem- 
bers and friends of the Boston Fire De- 
partment, June, 1909.” 

In proportion the design is harmonious 
and will be sure to attract attention by 
its simplicity and strength. The com- 
mission for the monument was secured 
through competition and selected from 
among a number of models submitted by | 
other sculptors. | 

Since graduating from the Art Museum

BURLINGTON, Vt.—Led by a 16-year- 
old boy, the largest boys’ fife and drum 
corps in thé world will be a feature of 
the parade in this city on Presidential 
day in Champlain tercentenary week. 

The Montpelier High School fife and 
drum corps, which was organized in 1905 
with 15 members, now numbers 80 boys, 
whose ages run from 7 to 16, and is wide- 
ly known throughout the state. 

William D. Bartlett, the leader, is the 
composer of several marches played by 
the corps, the latest of which is “The 
Champlain March,” which will be played 
in the parade here. He has studied violin 
two years under Benjamin R. Roberts, 
musical director of the Alhambra The- 
ater, New York, and under Herman 
Kloess.

PEARY COAL SHIP 


MAY BRING COOK 


Dillon Wallace Thinks Sup-) 
ply Vessel Is Likely to Call 


at Port Whither Explorer 
Has Made His Way. 


NEW YORK—An effort to reach Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook in the Arctic regions 
is to be made this summer and notwith- 
standing’ any controversy that there 
may be between Lieutenant Peary and 
Dr. Cook it may turn out that navi- 
gators going to the assistance of Peary 
this season may return with Dr. Cook 


or with word from him. 

The statement was made by Dillon 
Wallace, the explorer who went north 
with the late Leonidas Hubbard and who 


had been asked last winter to take 
charge of the proposed Cook relief expe- 
dition, He said: 

“It is my opinion that Dr. Cook is 
either at Etah, Cape York or Upernavik. 
And if he is at any of those places he 
will be found this summer by the men 
taking supplies to Peary. It is most 
fortunate that Capt. John Bartlett is 
going north on this work. He starts on 
July 15 to take coal to Peary. 

“It is possible Dr. Cook may have been 
forced around by the current to the east- 
ern side of Greenland and was compelled 
to make for Shannon island. He was 
aware that there are several caches 
there and if he reached that point he 
would find supplies enough to sustain 
him for two or .three years or even 
longer, until some whaler puts in there.”

We have only to look to the eigh- 
teenth century to discover how much 
was done for the elevation of mere

At the conclusion of a vigorous ar- 
raignment of the press of the country, 
in specified instances, for misreporting 
his words, Prof. G, Stanley Hall in Ap- 
pleton’s Magazine corieludes: 
agree with Mr. Stead’s sweeping denun- 
ciations of American newspapers in gen- 
eral as home and international mischief- 


makers. Much of our trouble is proba- 
bly due to the over-multiplication _ of 
newspapers, of which in 1907 there were 
a total of 21,536, of which 2415 were 
dailies. We are the greatest newspaper- 
reading nation in the world, and nowhere 
else does the press so express and shape 
ublic opinion as hese. If it must make 
2 ren “all the news that’s fit to print,” 
let it also be “as honest as possible, 
even if in midsummer the news is scarce, 

Perhaps the schools of journalism now 
being established at universities may 
help at least by providing more compe- 
tent reporters, who-are now often un- 
derpaid and overlooked, so that the pre- 
fession is not as attractive as it should 
be to the best and most educated youth. 
If our great millionaire givers would en- 
dow one or more journals with a charter 
that would impel them to be just and 
true, still more benefit might come. We 
no longer worship everything printed, 
like the Chinese, but the country at 
large has not yet realized that there is 
about as much difference between news- 
papers as there between men, and 
that a man and a gentleman ought to 
be known and judged as much by the 
journals he takes and reads as by the 
company ‘he keeps. Perhaps some day, 
press men will formulate an ethical code 
of their own, with a view to maintaining 
the highest possible standard of profes- 
sional honor.

With the publication of Mra. Sarah 
Pike Conger’s “Letters from China” it 
may be interesting to refer to a criticism 
of Mrs. Conger’s work in China, by Isaac 
Taylor Headland, professor in Pekin 
University. A comprehensive article en- 
titled “The Empress Dowager of China.” 
written by the professor, was printed in 
(the Cosmopolitan Magazine for April of 
this year, in which is given a simple but 
fascinating account of Chinese court lite 
during part of the period covered by Mrs. 
Congers recently published letters. The 
mystery and seclusion of the Chinese 
court and its rapid progress toward the 
diplomatic customs of the Oecident are, 
in this article, interwoven with interest. 
ing details of national and home life. 
which Professor Headland’s position in 
China has given him the opportunity of 
studying.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Saturday, June 12, 1909. 


WuEN Professor Paul H. Hanus, chairman 
of the commission on industrial education, 
declared before the graduating class of the 
,oston Trade School for Girls, at the Parker 
Memorial on Thursday evening, that “if the 
public school wants to develop social 
efficiency and promote industrial education, 
one of the things it can do is to cut out the 
useless, and, for the most part, unintelligible 
stuff now being taught, and substitute there- 
for those subjects applicable to the world in which we live,” he seemed 
to be taking cognizance of a protest which is pronounced, and grow- 
ing more distinct, in all parts of ‘the country. 

For example: ‘We repeat,” says the Des Moines Capital,, 
“what we have so frequently said, that the great defect in present- 
day educational methods is the failure to emphasize fundamentals. 
. . . The day is coming when the modern school curriculum will 
receive the pruning knife to the hilt, and when there will be a revival 
of appreciation of some of the old-fashioned methods which, while 
possibly crude, nevertheless developed men and women who could 
read and write and spell and speak.” 

Professor Hanus does not put it in exactly the same words, but 
he puts it in very nearly the same way when he says: 

Take the arithmetic as taught today, for instance; all that stuff 
about compound interest, stocks and bonds, bank discounts and the lot of 
other rubbish which I need not name. No wonder you begin to ask what 
all these have to do with the everyday problems of the world. Another 
thing which could be readily dispensed with is a considerable portion 
of the English grammar. We have found that we do not acquire good 
English by rules and by long hours spent over silly analyzing of sen- 
tences. We learn English by speaking and reading. What the public 
school must do if she is to promote the industrial education, is to throw 
overboard all this rubbish, to make room for the more important things. 
The truest friends of public education, it should be unnecessary 

to say, are those who search out and detect its weaknesses and its 
shortcomings, courageously expose them and plead for their correc- 
tion. The charges that the methods employed in the public schools 
are superficia] rather than thorough, that they waste the priceless time 
of youth on non-essentials, that they give little or no attention to the 
training which will fit children for taking part in the practical affairs 
of life, are becoming more and more numerous. They are not 
peculiar to any section of the country or to any locality, but seem to 
be national 1n their application. | 

They should have the serious attention of boards of education 
and of teachers. :

Although a larger wheat crop than that indicated 
in the report is desirable, by reason of tie increase in population and 
the corresponding increase in the demand, the prospect of an abund- 
ant harvest of other crops relieves all anxiety. Farmers are certain 
to receive good prices for their crops and this means prosperity for 
the entire country. 

That commercial institutions and enterprises are going forward 
with every indication of an abounding faith in the future of the 
country is shown by the fact that the leading corporations during the 
first five months of the current fiscal year issued nearly four times as 
large an aggregate of new securities as during the , corresponding 
period last year. 
$172,651,600 in the period mentioned, as compared with $46,534,500 
last year. These figures do not include’ mining and public service 
companies, securities authorized but not sold and issues of stock 
dividends. , 

Improvement in industrial lines has led holders of these securities 
to hope for better dividend distributions than they have enjoyed for 
the past year or two. Some of the leading industries which were 
obliged to cut or to pass the regular dividends have resumed these 
distributions, but the greater number of them have not yet restored 
the dividends, although business has greatly improved. Patience is a 
very desirable thing at all times and particularly when one is holding

a security that yields no return. It is the consensus of opinion 
among business men generally that a long period of prosperity 1s 
ahead. A corporation that has been able to withstand the financial 
stress of the panic period without going into a receivership should be 
able to make money, and plenty of it, in the good times. 5o far as the 
pricés of shares of many industrials are concerned there is no doubt 
that the big advances they’ have had inéthe market recently have 
discounted the business improvement for some time to come, as the 
average price of these stocks is close to the highest that was reached

The monthly report of the Copper Producers Association, made 
public this week, shows that the production during May was the 
largest on record. A most favorable feature of the statement was 
the heavy deliveries to domestic consumers». These aggregated in 
May 61,163,000 pounds, as compared with 47,540,000 pounds the 
preceding month.* The increased demand was very satisfactory 
evidence of the improvement that has taken place in business during 
the period. :

: deposits on the Colorado river means to 
Nitrate California can be gathered from the tact that 
in where that valuable fertilizer 1s tound in 
large quantities. The deserts of Atacama 
and Tarapaca produce many millions of dol- 
lars worth annually. Chile’s monopoly is 
thus about to be broken by a country that 
hitherto has been a first-class customer, for 
nitrates are essential for the growth of citrus fruits. But. itwemains 
to be seen whether California will actually compete with Chile for 
the export of nitrate. That there is a large market in this country 
alone is shown by the value of nitrate imported last year from Chile; 
it amounted to $24,000,000. But the nitrate is shipped principally 
to eastern ports at a low rate of freight with which railroad charges 
even for part of the way could not compete. Probably so long as the 
American middle West is not in absolute need of fertilizers the Cali- 
fornia nitrate will supply principally the local demand. 

It is a curious coincidence that the California discovery of nitrate 
is made public at a time when serious attention 1s directed to the 
necessity of ‘forestalling the exhaustion of the Chilean deposits by 
artificial production on a large scale. As a matter of fact, the exist- 
ence of the California deposits had been: known locally for a number 
otf years, but gold, silver and borax claimed the searchers’ exclusive 
attention until a few months ago. The Chilean deposits are not 
expected to give out for at least another fifty years, and meanwhile 
the problem of preparing artificial nitrate has been solved by the 
chemists. The manufacture of it is going on at an increasing rate in 
northern Europe. 

Chile's nitrate deposits, aside from their vast economic influence 
on the world, have also profoundly modified the political development 
of South America. They originally belonged partly to Peru and 
partly to Bolivia, whose seaboard they formed, and were taken away 
from both republics by Chile as a result of the latter’s victorious cam- 
paign thirty years ago. From the possession of this great source 
of wealth dates the rise of Chilean power and her commanding 
position in the Pacific. 

California's nitrate, it may be assumed, will have a less spectacu- 
lar development; but what better use could be imagined for it than 
the upbuilding of a fruit industry with well-nigh unlimited 
possibilities ?

elevated, there would be fewer straphangers. Indeed, if people who 
come down town with a rush every morning and who go home with 
a rush every evening, thus causing a daily morning and evening jam, 
would, or could, only come down and go home gradually and leisurely 
all through the day, it 1s possible that the straphanger might disappear 
completely. 

The question is, Would it pay? All that could be hoped for in 
the end would be the elimination of the straphanger. Do we desire 
his elimination? Does he himself crave elimination? What would 
hé do if he did not “strap-hang” the regulation length of time every 
morning and evening? He 1s used to the swing and the strain. We 
are used to his swing and his swaying. If he were eliminated there 
would be nobody to step on our feet while we occupy seats; nobody 
to take the seats when we vacate them. 

We might, perhaps, in time, get used to the change, but it would 
be a long while before the car without the straphanger would seem 
natural.

A JAPANESE naval officer's visit to an 
American navy yard is significant im the 
light of past events and still more of present 
developments. It points the spuriousness of 
the former. tension between this country and 
Japan; and what could be more reassuring 
than this recognition at a time of equally 
grave misapprehensions in Europe? Aside 
from political questions, however, the visit 
reminds us that in the age of the flying 
machine much of the old-time international precaution has been 
discarded. The impetus that is making aerial navigation a reality 
manifests itself in all directions by displacing plans and calculations 
based on the fear of helplessness rather than on the resolve of protec- 
tion. The time of panics caused by espionage is rapidly drawing to 
a close; events on the other side of the Atlantic show by their very 
acuteness that the old order is making its last desperate stand. In 
this country it is quite safe to say that it is gone forever; there have 
been numerous instances of late to show that there 1s no longer much 
response to rumors that in the past would have instantly roused 
suspicion and resentment. A good instance of this change in inter- 
national relations is Emperor William's reported attitude in the 
recent Dutch espionage affair. The secret plan by winch Holland 1s 
enabled to flood the country at a moment's notice in case Of imvasion 
and which is presumably an elaboration of the methods used against 
the Spanish and the French, was offered to the German war othce dy 
a man whose position in the Netherlands appeared to guarantee the 
authenticity of the document. sut Germany declined. ‘The part 
attributed to the Kaiser reflects credit on the quality of his diplomacy, 
but his reported instructions to inform the Dutch government of the 
attempt have no bearing on the kernel of the matter, viz., that Ger- 
many had no need of that plan. 

It is evident that the removal of the old-time secrecy on numer- 
ous military and naval plans must increase the secrecy on a restricted 
number of points and that this process tends to emphasize the deten- 
sive rather than the offensive features and to eliminate whatever 
does not strictly refer to the efhcient protection of the ce untry which 
is the country's duty.

like to think—and I decline to think,” he 
said, “‘that these instrumentalities that you have invented tor human 
use are to be confined in their utility to war.” 

It is a fact that almost without exception the estimates placed on 
different recent achievements in aerial navigation have been based 
mainly on the possibilities of the airships as fighting machines. Even 
President Taft was forced to give some recognition to this tact, 
but he expressed the hope that the mission of these inventions would 
be peaceful. 

The inventors, of course, can exercise little power in the matter 
of determining the uses to which the airships shall be put. They are 
as helpless in this regard as were the discoverer of the power of 
steam and the inventor of the steamboat. But there can be no 
question that they might exert a potent influence for good by devoting 
themselves less sedulously to the task of pleasing the military depart- 
ments of the different governments, and more toward pleasing the 
multitudes whose interests as well as preferences lie in the direction 


of universal peace. 

The development of the airship is a magnificent step toward the 
bringing of world-wide humanity into closer touch and sympathy, and 
it is in this light that it should be presented and viewed.

Ir 1s intended that enjoyment shall be the 
most prominent feature of the three days 
tour through the Catskills and Berkshires of 
the Automobile Trade Association. There- 
fore, fast driving is proscribed, and steps are 
taken to prevent it. 

It is gratifying to hear it stated from 
such an authoritative source that fast driving 
is not compatible with enjoyment. While 
there has been a growing movement against 
speeding on the part of the public, a propaganda for reasonable speed 
inaugurated by the trade would have the effect of educating the public 
to the proper use of the vehicle. 

As a conveyance for individuals or small groups of individuals, 
the automobile is the antithesis of the railroad and in a way the 
precursor of the aeroplane. Its freedom from the social and 
geographical restrictions incidental to collective conveyance marks an 
advancement which serves as a unique preparation tor the responsi- 
bilities of navigating the air. This preparation includes discipline 
and the time has now come when discipline must take the place of 
irresponsibility in the motor traffic. 

A rational mode of using the automobile cannot be imtroduced 
negative means; propaganda is needed rather than laws. To popu- 
larize the use of motor cars the trade must seriously think of empha- 
sizing the amenities of motor traveling rather than the advantages 
derived from its technical side. It is significant of the present stand- 
point that the term “power” is the most frequently used in connection 
with automobiles, and it seems to place the latter indefinitely beyond 
the reach of any but the well-to-do. The automobile must cease to 
appear almost a social barrier, for one of its missions is unquestion- 
ably to increase intercourse on a vast scale and with an unprece- 
dented degree of freedom. 

This great future will be realized by the recognition that the 
automobile is not destined to remain a power for the few but an 
opportunity for all. A point is gained by eliminating irresponsible 
speeding.
